FACTS ABOUT HOME- 
STEADING. 

In the Comanche Conntry 
Soon to be Settled. 

To The Klue Bidge World:— 

Comanche, I. T., March 10, 1901- 
Thc Comanche Kiowa reservations 
lately coded to the United States 
by the Comanche A peaches and 
Klowas will be open to settlement 
not later than August 6th. They 
consist of nearly three million 
acres of very fertile lands, lying 
immediately east of Oklahama, 
proper. 

To be entitled to homesteaded 
in the peservations the applicant 
must be 21 years of age, or the 
head of a family; must be a citizen 
of the United States, or have filed 
his declaration of intention to be- 
come such, subject to exceptions; 
must not previously have made a 
homestead entry, and at the time 
of making entry must not own 
more thau .100 acres of land else- 
where. 

To initiate homesteaded right 
the applicant may go to the land 
office and file, or he may go and 
settle on the land. If one settles 
on a piece of land, on which anoth- 
files, the one first in point of time 
will hold the land. 

Five years residence will be re- 
quired of the homesteaded, unless 
at the end of fourteen months be 
wishes to commute his entry, 
which he may do, by paying cash 
for land and getting patent for it. 
After getting patent he can dis- 
pose of the land in any way he 
chooses, but until patent is obtain- 
ed land cannot be sold. 

The country to be opened will 
be a fine field for young men to 
begin life's work, but I would not 
advise those who already have 
good positions in the states, to re- 1 
sign them in order to take chan- 
ces in this new country, nor would 
I advise older men, who haye 
comfortable homes in the east, to 
come to the reservation to begin 
life anew. 

It will not Lo necessary for those 
who expect to come in time for the 
opening to do so for some time yet, 
as it has been provided that the 
country cannot be opened until the 
eservations to the Indians are all 
allotted and the resurvey is com- 
pleted.

The Singleton mill on the Stan 
dard property, will soon start up 
.i R. W. Walker ha? been notified 
by his company. to resume work at 
the Lumpkin mine. 

At the annual meeting of the 
Standard Co. here Wednesday all 
the old officers were re-elected. 

The Ashley mining boat is giv- 
ing good results, and work is be- 
ing pushed forward on another 
one for the Chestatee river. 

Mr. Maxwell is engaged in tak- 
ing out several more tons of ore 
from the Capps and Bowen prop- 
erty for another mill test. This 
time it will be crushed on a dif- 
ferent mill to that used before so 
as to give the property a fair test.

Georgia, Lumpkin County. 

Wo the grand jury selected chos- 
en and sworn for tbc April Term 
1901, Lumpkin Superior Court bog 
leave to make the following gener- 
al presentments: 

We hayo examined, through a 
committee the Justices of the Peace 
dockets and find them correctly 
kept. 

We have through the finance 
committee examined the books of 
the various county officers and 
adopt their report as a part of our 
general presentments. 

We have examined the jail and 
court house. 

AVe find the jail in fairly good 
repair with some slight exceptions, 
but find the sanitary condition bad, 
and recommend that the ordinary 
furnish some means to convey the 
refuse from the closet to a conve- 
nient place on the jail lot for the 
scavenger cart to get it, and that 
the city have it carried away as 
ofi.cn as necessary at the expense 
of the comity, and that the present 
wooden trough be taken up. " 

We find the court house in fairly 
good condition except the roof 
which is somewhat defective and 
wo recommend the ordinary to 
make the necessary repairs. 

Wc find at the Pauper's Home, 
forty bushels of corn, 200 bundles 
of fodder, one cow and one heifer 
in reasonable condition, three head 
of hogs and two pigs. We find the 
farm in good condition, about half 
planted. The buildings in reasona- 
bly good condition and well kept. 
We find a good garden in a fine 
state of cultivation, three bushels 
of Irish potatoes planted and f 
bushels of sweet potatoes planted 
and other potatoes bedded for slips 
and a patch of an .',• of an acre to 
be set. We find twenty-two head 
of chickens. There arc two in- 
mates at the home, one woman and 
child.

deceased, also recommend that W. 
G. Spencer bo appointed to suc- 
ceed himself in the 1551st district, 
( G, M. also recommend Johnathan 
I A. Holliefield be appointed in the 
821st district, G. M. to succeed 
Peter Duncan, resigned. 

' We find the public roads not in 
as good condition as they should 
be and especially call attention to 
the following roads which we find 
in bad eondition, viz: The public 
road leaving the Cooper Gap road 
near John Marlow and running to 
the Black Mountain road and about 
one and a half miles of the Gaines- 
ville road beginning at the Ncislers 
ford running towards Gainesville. 
We recommend that the public 
road be changed at the following 
places: Leaying the original road 
at the foot of Brickyard Hill follow- 
ing the Consolidated Co's road in a 
southwest direction intersecting 
the Gainesville road at the five mile 
post. Also that the road leading 
from state road by Nimblewill 
church be changed at the Lawman 
ford up the hollow the way the old 
road ran. Also that the public 
oad be changed, turning to the 
left at the Castlebcrry bridge and 
running on the south side of the 
hill and intersecting the Dawson- 
yillc road at the first bench on the 
hill.

In taking leave of the Court we 
desire to express our .appreciation 
of the able and impartial manner 
in which our esteemed Judge diss 
charges his official duties, and also 
extend our thanks to W. A. Char- 
ters, our Solicitor General for his 
able counsel and many favors ex- 
tended to our body during the 
present term. Also extend our 
thanks to H. L. Coffey, our bailiff 
for the faithful discharge of his 
duties in waiting on our body.
